LITTLE ROCK—Nearly every bank 


that is forced to close has credit as- 
sets that can be converted into cash, 
making it possible for the bank to be 
reorganized without 
loss to deposi- 


tors and operated prpfitably, if suf- 
ficient time is' allowed to put reor- 
ganization plans into effect, in the 
opinions of Guy Morrison Walker, 
New York financier. 


In a letter to Dudley V. Haddock, 


manager of the Arkansas State Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Mr. Walker, com- 
menting upon recent bank failures in 
Arkansas and other Southern states, 
suggested that a Depositors Protective 
Committee, consisting of leading busi- 
ness men in the community, should 
be organized to co-operate with the 
state bank examiner in investigatThg 
the assets of closed banks and In per- 
suading depositors to sign agreements 
to withhold withdrawal of deposits, 
thereby giving the bank officials time 
to liquidate credit assets. 


Mr. Morrison served as reorganiza- 


tion counsel for the Everett-Moore 
Syndicate of Cleveland, \yith $100,- 
000,000 worth of property and $23,- 
000,000 in loans outstanding, and help- 
ed to save the syndicate from failure. 
He also was chairman of the Deposit- 
ors Protective committee 
ot 
the 


Knickerbocker Trust company pf New 
York, which failed for $65,009,000. 
' As a yowg man, Mr- Morrison lived 
to» u shoi t time In Little Rock. He is 


wall acquainted with economic condi- 
tions in the South, and is widely 
known as an expert in the* rehabilita- 
tion of "sick" railroads, banks and in- 
dustrial corporations. 


In his letter to Mr. Haddock, Mr. 


Walker enclosed the following state- 
ment concerning methods of prevent- 
ing losses to depositors 
of 
closed 


banks: 


Text of Statement 


"When a bank' fails the first in- 


clination of every depositor is to call 
the banker a thief and a crook, and 
• while this undoubtedly relieves the 
ieelings of the depositor it does not 
collect any money or help reopen the 
bank. 


"The truth of the matter is that 


most bank officials are honest men and 
while bank failures are more or less 
due to their poor judgment in making 
loan;;, the facts of the case are that 
most bank failures are due to an en- 
tirely erroneous conception of-the 
function cf banking by almost all de- 
positors, and the banks themselves are 
largely to blame for this ignorance or 
misconception. 


"Every depositor feels that it should 


be possible for him to go to a bank 
and withdraw his money when he 
wants it. Ke has never been taught 
tc^-ealize that what he has deposited 
with thie bank was not money but al- 
most everything else except money. 
He has deposited checks, drafts, bills 
ot exchange, but in the 
ordinary 


course of business it is not likely that 
he has ever deposited as much as 10 
per ceut of his total deposits in actual

1 
have gone through this business of 
lailed banks time and again, and my 
experience has shown me that in al- 
mM- every instance the assets of the 
bank are really good and all that has 
been needed was an extention of time, 
r. little additional credit in a few 
cases to complete and carry throygh 
to the point of profitable operation the 
undertakings that were being financ- 
ed by the bank, and that if this was 
dene, almost without exception, the 
bank was able to resume business and 
iccpen without loss to depositors apd 
.'requently without loss to the stock- 
holder;, of the bank. 


"This is what the present situation 


demands throughout the South. • Then 
ihculd be no hysteria, and the deposi- 
tors should all lay aside their passions 
and look the situation in the face.

The answer to those -questions can 


be found only in an analysis of the bid- 
ding. When Y bid two hearts, he denied 
average assistance for the spades. After 
Z's bid of two;np trum'ps, Y's bid of 
three spades indicates average assist- 


, ance but ho more,- aad a;desire to play 
(the hand at\ spades rather than no 
trump. As Z's original spade bid is very 
light, game does not look possible with 
only, average spade strength in :Y's 
hand. 'On the other hand, the chances 
for game in no trump are very bright, 
for Z has double stoppers in three suits 
and Y has bid hearts, the fourth suit. 
For these very good reasons, Z should 
bid three no trumps over Y's three 
spade bid. 
The foregoing is a good example of 


the type of reasoning that a player 
should follow before he decides on the 
best bid for the combined hands. The 
object of all sound bidding, of course, 
should be to arrive at the best bid of 
twenty-six cards (the combined hands), 
not of thirteen (one's own hand).
